CHITTENDEN SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


FEB. 1, 1937 
General Notes: 


The following are some explanatory notes based upon the 
comparison tables of Expenditures and Resources. 

The report of February 1, 1937 indicates that the operating 
expenses of the Schools was decreased by the sum of $855.21. 
The following items show a decrease: 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES: Decrease of $343.52. This is due 
to the lower salary rate in force during the present school year. 
This item will show an increase in the next report. 

SCHOOL DIRECTORS: Decrease of $16.97. This amount 
varies slightly, but should remain rather constant. 

REPAIRS: Decrease of $158.91. Decrease is due to less re- 
pairing needed at the Holden School. 

FUEL AND LIGHT: Decrease of $11.85. This amount may 
vary slightly, but should remain rather constant dependent upon 
the prevailing price of fuel. 

JANITOR SERVICE: Decrease of $11.73. This is cost of 
janitor service at the Holden School. Should remain rather con- 
stant. | 

TRANSPORTATION: Decrease of $15.16. This amount 
will vary with the number of pupils requiring transportation, and 
the distance transported. 

TUITION, ADVANCED: Decrease of $445.00. This is 
due to fewer pupils receiving advanced instruction. This amount 
will vary according to number of pupils. 

INSTRUCTIONAL SUPPLIES: Decrease of $36.64. This 
amount varies with the cost of standard school supplies. The 
tendency at present is toward an increase. 

TEXT BOOKS: Decrease of $31.97. This amount varies 
with the price of books and number purchased. This amount 
will remain rather constant after text books are completely 
standard. 
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INSURANCE: Increase of $81.52. 


SUPERINTENDENT: Increase of $76.67. Increase due 
to new districting by the State Department of Education. 


JANITOR SUPPLIES: Increase of $45.80. Increase due 
to improved janitor supplies, and increased prices. 


The report of February 1, 1937 indicates that there was a 
decrease of $632.32 in resources of the School Department. Al- 
though the tax rate remains constant at 85%, the resources have 
decreased. This is due to a decrease of $213.54 in rebate from 
the State, due to new law governing financial rebate. Also, the 
report of February 1, 1937 shows no tuition income, or balance 
at start of the year. 


The tables show that the overdraft was decreased by the 
sum of $222.89. The School Department hopes that within a 
year or two no overdraft will be necessary, provided the tax 
rate remains at 85% of Grand List, and that the Grand List 
does not decrease. 


REPORT OF THE FREDERIC DUCLOS BARSTOW 
MEMORIAL SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS 


During the past year, the income from the trust funds 
created through the generosity of Mr. and Mrs. W. 8S. Barstow, 
has aided greatly in the maintaining of the Frederic Duclos 
Barstow Memorial School. The income from trust funds is used 
for the heating and lighting of the building, janitor service, and 
general up-keep of the building. In addition the library has 
received much of its financial support from trust funds created 
by Mr. and Mrs. Barstow. The School Department expresses 
thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Barstow for their many generous gifts 
to the school during the year. The School Department expresses 
appreciation for the motion picture projector given to the school 
by Mr. and Mrs. Barstow. We assure them that this projector 
will prove to be a definite benefit to the school pupils and to the 
adults of the community. We also express thanks for the garage 
which was constructed in October of this year.
